W ashington, Fab. 8.—'u P ship sub­ 
sidy bill was laid aside flfcirm ally by 
the senate yesterday lo permit considera­ 
tion of the District of Columbia appro­ 
priation bill. 
The shipping bid holds its place and 
the unfinished business ran bo taken up 
when the appropriation bills are not oc­ 
cupying attention. 
Mr. Bacon of Georgia spoke on tho 
right of the senate to demand inform a­ 
tion on file in the executive departm ents. 
He took tile position that. the depart­ 
ments are the creatures of congress and 
th at dei»art mental denial of any demand 
for papers on file was prejiosterous, con­ 
tending that for IOO years there had 
been practically no refusal to recognize 
this right. 
Secretary Long’s letter regarding San­ 
tiago naval rew ards caused a discussion 
in which senators upheld their course 
in this m atter. 
Senators in chnrgo of the ship subsidy 
bill gave notice that beginning tomorrow 
they would seek to have tho senate sit 
regularly at night to consider the meas­ 
ure. 
W hen asked how long this pro­ 
gram me is to lie followed the- reply was; 
"U ntil the bill is passed." 
"T he bill will go through,” said Sen­ 
ator Aldrich.

; sands of square railes of the earth’s 
I surface now yielding bountiful crops 
: would be little better than a desert. 
I The tremendous economic gain for the 
world at large which results from the 
difference betw een snow and rain is 
1 seldom realized by the Inhabitants of 
fertile and well w atered lowlands. 
It is in the extensive regions where ir­ 
rigation is a prime necessity in agricul­ 
ture th at the special uses of the snow 
come chielly into view-. 
All through 
the w inter the snow is falling upon the 
high 
m ountains and 
packing itself 
firmly into the ravines. 
Thus in na­ 
ture’s great Icehouse a supply of mois­ 
ture is stored up for the following sum­ 
mer. 
All through the warm months the 
hardened snow banks are melting grad­ 
ually. 
In trickling stream s they stead­ 
ily feed the rivers, which as they flow 
through the valleys are utilized for Ir­ 
rigation. 
If this m oisture fell as rain, 
It would alm ost im mediately 
wash 
down through the rivers, which would 
I hardly be fed at all in the summer, 
when the^rops most needed w ater. 
’These facts are so well known as to 
be commonplace In the Salt Lake val­ 
ley aud In the xubarid regions of the 
w est generally. 
They are not so well 
understood in New Jersey or Ohio, 
where snow is sometimes a pictur­ 
esque, som etimes a disagreeable, fea­ 
ture of winter. 
In all parts of the country the notion 
prevails th at the snow is of great value 
as a fertilizer. Scientists, however, are 
Inclined to attach lei^s im portance to Its 
service in soil nutrition—for some re­ 
gions which have no snow are exceed­ 
ingly fertile—than to its worth as a 
blanket during the m onths of high 
winds. 
It prevents the blowing off of 
the finely pulverized richness of the 
top soil. 
This, although little perceiv­ 
ed, would often be a very great loss. 
In nature’s every form there is mean­ 
ing.—Youth’s Companion.

W ashington, Feb. 5.—The arm y ap­ 
propriation bill m aking provision for 
the arm y under the plan of reorganiza­ 
tion recently enacted, has been com­

$118,000,000 
as against estim ates of 
about $130,000,000 made by the w ar de­ 
partm ent officials. 
The aggregate for 
the quarterm asters departm ent is the 
largest in the bill, reaching $57,150,000.

Albany, Feb. 5.— Assemblyman Lynn 
has introduced a novel bill th at prom 
ires to excite great interest and develop 
strong opposition as it is progressed. 
The bill amends the health law by add­ 
ing this section: 
“ Books, newspapers, or serial litera­ 
ture shall not be published in smaller 
type than eight-point, of which the lower 
case alphabet measures not less than 14 
ems. 
The lines of type shall be sepa­ 
rated by at least two-point leads. 
This 
section shallaiot apply to print contain­ 
ed in foot notices or indexes or to books 
or other printed m atter intended for 
reference use only. 
“ The state board of health shall en­ 
force the provisions of this section and 
w ithin its judgm ent the public health 
shall not be injured thereby, may adopt 
regulations exem pting certain kinds of 
printed m atter from the provisions of 
this sections and may on petition grant 
a w ritten permission to use sm aller or 
more condensed type. 
“ Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and punishable by a fine of 
not less than $50 nor more than $1000.”
